General  Comment 

As  will  t>e  seen  “by  reference  to  the  table  on  the  previous 
page  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Dysentery 
during  the  year.  This  was  due  to  an  epidemic  in  the  months  of 
March  and  April  mainly  centred  in  the  village  of  Broughton  Astley. 

Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred;  one  at  Lutterworth 
and  the  other  at  Kimcote. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Meningococcal  Infection 
or  Paratyphoid  Fever.

HOUSING 


New  Dwellings 

The  number  of  permanent  houses  which  were  completed 
during  the  year  "by  the  Council  numbered  52  and  in  addition  8 
houses  were  "built  hy  private  enterprise.  At  the  31st  December 
there  were  22  Council  and  17  private  houses  in  course  of 
erection. 


Leicester  Road  Estate  -  Married  Quarters 


The  Council  have  continued  with  their  policy  of 
demolition  of  temporary  war-time  bungalows  and  during  the  year 
16  permanent  houses  were  provided. 

HOUSING  ACT.  1936  &  HOUSING  REPAIRS  &  KENT  ACT,  1954. 


Clearance  Areas 

During  the  year  16  houses  were  contained  in  one 
Clearance  Area  on  the  Married  Quarters  Estate,  Leicester  Road, 
Lutterworth  and  5  individually  unfit  houses  were  demolished. 

In  addition  6  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  involving  32  houses 
and  a  preliminary  statement  was  furnished  to  the  Ministry. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1949  &  1952. 

Improvement  Grants 


The  Council  continued  to  make  grants  under  the  above 
Act  and  since  the  last  report  20  consents  have  been  issued. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  as  in  previous  years,  the  applicants 
were  Owner/occupiers. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


Misterton  Works ,  Lutterworth 

During  the  months  of  May  and  July  a  severe  shortage  of 
water  from  the  Misterton  Waterworks  supplying  the  7  southern 
parishes  in  the  district  was  experienced.  Economy  measures 
were  put  into  operation  and  ail  householders  and  owners  of 
industrial  premises  were  asked  to  conserve  water  where  possible. 
The  Council  received  full  support  from  everyone  concerned  with 
the  result  that  it  was  not  necessary  at  any  time  to  turn  off  the 
mains. 


Tree  Planting 

The  Council  are  continuing  their  policy  of  tree  planting 
on  the  Misterton  Gathering  Ground  and  arrangements  have  been  made, 
weather  permitting,  for  the  planting  of  conifers  on  a  further  7  acres. 
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North  Kilworth 


The  watermain  was  extended  from  the  Market 
Harborough  Rural  District  into  the  village  of  North  Kil-worth 
and  the  mainlaying  to  serve  all  the  properties  in  the  village 
was  completed  during  the  year.  The  contract  for  the  house 
service  connections  was  negotiated  and  arrangements  made  for 
the  work  to  commence  early  in  1957. 

SCAVENGING  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  Council  had  before  them  a  comprehensive  report 
on  the  various  methods  of  emptying  dustbins  and  a  suggestion 
was  made  to  the  Council  that  it  would  save  considerable  money 
and  give  a  better  service  if  householders  were  asked  to  place 
their  bins  at  the  front  of  the  houses  ready  for  collection. 

This  did  not  receive  the  support  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Council  decided  to  continue  with  the  present  method  whereby  the 
bins  are  collected  at  the  real'  of  the  houses  by  the  workmen. 

One  new  wagon  of  a  larger  capacity  was  purchased 
during  the  year  and  a  smaller  worn  out  wagon  was  disposed  of. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

All  occupiers  of  premises  where  food  was  prepared 
and  sold  were  notified  by  circular  letter  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  which  came  into  operation  in  June,  with  the 
result  that  considerable  improvements  have  been  made  for  the 
storage  and  presentation  of  food  to  the  public. 

MILK  &  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS. 

49  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  biological  purposes 
and  of  these  48  proved  to  be  satisfactory  but  one  showed 
evidence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli <,  As  a  result  of  this  the  animal 
affected  was  withdrawn  and  isolated  from  the  herd. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  is  the  same 
as  last  year,  being  9  in  number  and  these  have  been  in  regular 
use  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  animals  examined 
after  slaughter  was  1987*  The  quality  of  meat  produced  in  the 
area  continues  to  be  of  a  very  high  standard  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  table  overleaf

SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  work  of  the  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  works  to  serve  the  villages  of  Ullesthorpe,  Claybrooke 
Magna  and  Claybrooke  Parva  was  completed  during  the  year  and  a 
considerable  number  of  connections  have  been  made.  In  an 
effort  to  encourage  owners  to  connect  to  the  sewers  the  Council 
have  decided  to  make  grants  of  half  the  cost,  or  £10,  whichever 
is  the  lesser  figure,  per  conversion  and  a  number  of  owners 
have  availed  themselves  of  this  grant. 

South  Kilwortfa. 

A  considerable  amount  of  maintenance  work  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  works  serving  the  village  of  South  Kilworth 
and  a  new  pump  has  been  installed  and  new  sludge  lagoons  have 
been  provided.  This  work  was  necessary  as  the  works  are 
situated  in  close  proximity  to  the  Stanford  Reservoir  which 
serves  Rugby  Corporation.
